MANILA, Dec. l l — (UP) 
— All 503 passengers of the 
$8,000,000 liner President 
Hoover, fast aground on a 
sunken reef off the coast of 
Formosa, have been safely 
landed on Hoishoto island, 
one of the Formosa group, 
radio reports from the scene 
said today. 
The Dollar line offices in 
Hong Kong announced that 
Dr. 
Kenneth 
Park, 
the 
Hoover’s physician, had set 
up an emergency hospital ; 
ashore to take care of all 
passengers who were landed by 
ships and small boats. 
W hether 
any passengers had been injured 
was not known, but it was assum­ 
ed that some were suffering from 
exposure. 
The President Hoover’s sister 
ship, the President McKinley, rac­ 
ing to the scene under full steam, 
was expected to arrive at dusk. 
Salvage 
tugs 
proceeding 
from 
Hong Kong will arrive later. 
It 
was 
believed 
the 
ship’s 
cargo 
would have to be jettisoned before 
she could be refloated. 
Transfer Difficult 
The advices gave no details, but 
indicated th at heavy seas made 
difficult the transferring of the 
passengers and the efforts of naval 
and salvage vessels to refloat the 
33,800-ton Dollar liner which fi­ 
gured in the news when she was 
bombed by Chinese planes off 
Shanghai 
early 
in 
the 
Sino- 
Japanese war. 
The liner was aground about 30 
miles off Formosa, the chief is­ 
land of the group. One of her last 
messages asked for all possible 
salvage aid. Presum ably her crew 
of 330 remained aboard. Her exact 
number of passengers was 503. 
Capt. George Yardley, comman­ 
der of the liner, reported that 
there was no immediate danger. 
The German steam er Preussen 
was standing by. 
No storm s were reported in the 
area. 
It was assumed that the 
boiling seas was caused by the 
natural swell of the sea over the 
reef. 
Four more ships, including two 
U. S. destroys s, were speeding to 
the scene. 
Domei, Japanese news agency, 
reported th at Taikoku that tugs 
and salvage boats were trying to 
refloat the liner but were having 
difficulty because 
of 
the seas. | 
Some water was reported in the 
liner's hold.

GLASGOW, Scotland, Dec. l l — 
(U P )—Crews worked in a bitter 
blizzard and .six inches of snow' 
today to extricate remaining bod­ 
ies from the wreckage of an Ed­ 
inburgh to Glasgow express train 
which ploughed into a stationary 
passenger train at Castlecary last 
night, killing at least 32 persons. 
It was the worst train w'reck 
in Britain since 1915 when 224 
persons

The death toll in

HAT ,UIS been done’ wisely or un* 
wisely, is behind us,” Lammot du 
Pout said in his address to the Manufac­ 
turers Association. 
“Let. us leave it there. 
It is no time for post-mortems.” 
With this 
sane introduction, lie proposed a plain, 
comprehensive program for national re­ 
covery, as follow s: 
First with regard to industry: 
(a ) 
“Development and popularization of new 
products; (b) vastly broadening the mar­ 
ket for existing products through lowering 
their cost; (c) maintaining a rule of fair 
return for all effort, not excepting capital 
effort.” 
Second, with regard to government: 
(a) 
“Stabilization of tax rates over a 
definite period; (b) stabilization of fair 
laboring conditions over a definite period ; 
(c) immediate stabilization of the legal 
rules under which business must operate.” 
Business will take care of the first set 
of 
requirements, 
he suggested, 
if the 
government will take care of the second. 
The public welcomes these broad pro­ 
posals. 
The first three need only to be stated 
to win general approval. 
W e need new 
industries, new' markets for present pro­ 
ducts, and profit for business enterprise, 
in order to make a living and keep our 
capitalist system going. 
As for the second three, Congress is 
already busy, apparently with presidential 
approval, modifying federal taxes on a 
fairer and more sensible basis. 
It is also 
working out a plan for fairer labor condi­ 
tions, along lines approved in tile last na­ 
tional election. 
Both taxes and labor, 
when fixed on a reasonable basis, should 
be kept as stable as possible so that busi­ 
ness men will know' what to count on. 
“Stabilization of the legal rules under 
which business must operate” is perhaps 
harder to guarantee, because of changing 
conditions which government cannot ful­ 
ly foresee. 
But here, too, when a policy 
is once established and assurances are 
given, there should be as little arbitrary 
change as possible. 
Things seem to be slowly shaping now 
on both sides, or an all three sides— includ­ 
ing business, government and labor— for 
such a program. 
Honestly and intelli­ 
gently carried out, it might bring a sur­ 
prising w ave of prosperity in a surprisingly 
short time.

States 
government,

traveled continuously by dog-team 
and boat among the Eskimo set­ 
tlements. 
His travels carried him 
to the most remote Eskimo colo­ 
nies where the W'hite man has been 
scarcely heard of and rarely seen. 
He 
has 
acquired 
a 
thorough 
knowledge of Eskimo culture. 
Professor 
Garber will 
don 
a 
complete outfit of Eskimo fur gar­ 
ments and explain the many beau­ 
tiful furs. how they are w^orn and 
the practical purpose of each. 
From hundreds of original pic­ 
tures taken by Mr. Garber in his 
life and travels among the E ski­ 
mos, he has selected the m ost rep­ 
resentative ones to illustrate his 
lecture.
